Illinois briefs 
Minimum pay hike 
signed by Walker 


Gov. Daniel Walker signed legislation Sunday hiking the min- 


imum wage from S210 to $2.30 by Jan. t, 1977, and extending the 
coverage to some 72,000 persons in Illinois not covered by state or 
federal minimum wage laws. Walker signed the bill at the Illinois 
State Fair during "Labor Day" celebrations. 


The legislation, sponsored by State Rep. Thomas Hanahan, 


D-McHenry, also provides minimum pay provisions for workers 
under 18 and requires time and a half pay, with some exceptions, 
for persons who work more than 40 hours within a week. Effective 
immediately, the minimum wage for adults increases from $2.10 to 
$220. On Pan. 1, 1977, the minimum jumps another 10 cents to 
$2.30, the same as the federal rate. The measure also eliminates a 
provision in the present law which prevents the state minimum 
wage from exceeding that set by federal law 


For those under the age of 18, the minimum wage increases 


from $1 75 to $1.95 after Jan. 1 Learners, for whom a submini- 
mum wage is permitted during their training period, receive a 
hike from 90 cents an hour to SI.50 effective immediately. The 
legislation also brings more workers tinder coverage by providing 
that employers who have four or more persons on the payroll are 
included in the coverage. The law presently covers employers with 
five or more full-time employes. 


Other features of the new law provide that: 
• Motion picture theater employes, such as ushers, candy count- 


er attendants and ticket takers, must now be paid the minimum. 


• State inspectors can check for minimum wage compliance on 


the federal as well as the state level. 


• Employers must pay time and half to motion picture employ- 


es after 43 hours, restaurant workers after 46 hours. Food service 
employes are covered by overtime after 45 hours until May 1, 1977, 
when they receive overtime after 40 hours. Custodial employes will 
receive overtime after 44 hours until that date when they will 
receive time and half after 40 hours 


• An employer must provide evidence that tips credited against 


the minimum wage rate were received by the employe in the 
period for which the claimed exemption is made. 


The new law does not apply to any governmental body, agricul- 


tural employers and salesmen of certain vehicles and farm imple- 
ments, or mechanics if they work for a nonmanufacturing busi- 
ness, 


2 killed near Kankakee

persons and injured four others. State Police identified the victims 
as Alma Bond, 81, Elgin, and Bernard Bohlander, 76, Buckingham. 
The driver of one car, Everett Wildrick Jr., and his passengers, 
Everett Wildrick Sr , and Evelyn Wildrick, all of Kankakee, were 
seriously injured. Also injured were passengers in the second car, 
Curtis Bond and Vivian Bond, both of Bourbonnaise. The injured 
were tal<en to St. Mary's and Riverside hospitals in Kankakee.

Mother, 5 kids die 
in apartment blaze 


Fire swept through a West Side apartment building early Sun- 


day, killing a mother and five small children who were trapped 
inside. Two children were injured, one critically. About nine other 
occupants of the three-story brick building escaped, some by leap- 
ing from second-floor windows. Authorities said the blaze broke 
out in the front second-floor apartment and spread through an 
open door to two third-floor apartments. 


Catherine Owens, 39. and her three children, Michael, 5, Darnell, 


4, ana Shaunille, 3, were pronounced dead on arrival at Mt. Sinai 
Hospital. Mrs. Owens' son, Dwayne, 6, was transferred to the 
county hospital burn unit in critical condition with burns over 99 
per cent of his body. A daughter, Nicole, was treated and released 
from Mt. Sinai after falling down stairs in the building while try- 
ing to escape. 


Two other children died. Latasha Whitted, 5 months, was pro- 


nounced dead at Mt. Sinai, and her brother, Myron, age 6 or ?, 
was pronounced dead at Cook County Hospital. Firefighters said 
they found Mrs. Owens in the front third-floor apartment, while 
four of the children were in the second-floor apartment where the 
blaze broke out. The fifth child's body was on the stairway be- 
tween the second and third floors. 


The building, owned by the Good Hope Freewill Baptist Church, 


sustained about $20,000 in damage. Authorities discounted a rumor 
that someone ignited the blaze by throwing a fire bomb through 
th« second-floor apartment window. 


Lake County ozone alert lifted 


A "yellow" ozone alert for Lake County was discontinued Sun- 


day afternoon, the Illinois Environmental Protection Agency'said. 
The EPA said the alert went into effect at about 4:30 p.m. Thurs- 
day when the ozone level registered 170 parts per billion in Wauke- 
gan. The alert remained in effect until Sunday. The "yellow" alert 
is the second stage in a four-stage public notice program of the 
EPA. 


'Unfriendly bills' 
spur city to seek 
new road pact 


Prospect Heights officials are seek- 


ing alternatives to contracting with 
the Wheeling township Road and 
Bridge District for road maintenance 
because of "unfriendly billings" ths 
township has made. 


City officials say they are dis- 


pleased with a $2,940 bill from the dis- 
trict covering the cost of road mainte- 
nance provided to the new city be- 
tween May 24, when city officials 
were installed, and June 7, when the 
township's attorney advised road dis- 
trict officials to discontinue regular 
service. 


City officials have refused to pay 


the $2,940 bill from the township, say- 
ing they never authorized the road 
work. Officials also contend that as 
'ong as the township road district is 
receiving motor fuel tax and road and 
bridge tax funds levied last year from 
Prospect Heights residents, it should 
continue road service to the munici- 
pality at no charge. 


ARTHUR OLSEN, township high- 


way commissioner, has said he will 
charge monthly interest on the pay- 
ment due and will continue to bill the 
new city for emergency road mainte- 
nance work that his district provides 
until the city has made other arrange- 
ments. 


"This billing wasn't a very friendly 


gesture, since the township knows the 
new city doesn't have any funds 
yet. It seems like they are just trying 
to apply pressure to us so that we will 
contract with them for road service," 
said Aid. Thomas Merle, chairman of 
the Prospect Heights City Council's 
public works committee. 


"I think if this is the kind of atti- 


tude they're going to take, the city 
should start looking for other alterna- 
tives for road maintenance," he said. 


City streets are in "urgent need" of 


regular maintenance, Merle said. 


MERLE AND OTHER members of 


the committee have been inspecting 
city streets to determine the type of 
maintenance that must be done before 
the winter months. 


"There are chuckholes that need 


filling, dying elm trees on the ease- 
ment that need cutting down, street 
signs that need replacement and we 
have to think about seal coating some 
of the streets before mid-fall," he 
said. "Then, there's snow plowing to 
think about as winter comes." 


Merle suggested that the city solicit 


the volunteer service of an engineer 
who can evaluate the condition of 
roads in Prospect Heights and outline 
what work needs to be done before 
winter. 


Merle said such an evaluation must 


be made within the next several 
weeks so that road work can be com- 
pleted before the end of fall 


A portion of the revenues generated 


by the sale of 1976-77 city vehicle sti- 
ckers, which begins Sept. 15, will be 
used to subsidize road maintenance, 
he said. 


Motor fuel tax funds, allocated by 


the state, also will be used to pay for 
road work in Prospect Heights. How- 
ever, the city does not expect to begin 
receiving its monthly allocation of 
those funds until late fall. 


The city council has earmarked 


$98,251 of its $399,572 budget for the 
current 1976-77 fiscal year for public 
works, although no money has been 
received

State aid to erase deficit 
Dist. 21 cancels tax hike referendum

An Oct !) referendum asking for a 


lax increase has been canceled by the 
W h e e 11 n g-Buffalo Grove Disl. 21 
Board of Education because revised 
state-aid figures show the district will 
avoid a delicit budget in the upcoming 
.school year. 


Supt. Kenneth Gill a.skecl the board 


to reconsider the referendum at a spe- 
cial meeting Monday because of up- 
dated state-aid figures the district re- 
ceived last week. 


The new figures presented Monday 


indicate that Dist. 21 will end the 1976- 
77 school year with $819,033 in surplus 
cash balance, instead of a deficit of 
$65.319 as originally projected. 


The board approved holding a refer- 


endum for a tax hike of 30 cents per 
SlOO equalized assessed valuation at

its Aug. 12 meeting. The proposed in- 
crease would have raised the tax bill 
$30 for a home with an equalized as- 
sessed value of .$10,000. 


John Barger, associate superintend- 


ent, said the additional funds came 
from three primary sources:

s a i d Dist. 21 will receive about 
$470,000 m o r e in state aid dur- 
ing 1976-77 than originally planned. In 
its budget projections, the adminis- 
tration anticipated receiving $4.37 mil- 
lion in state aid, but as a result of 
changes in the state aid formula and 
increased appropriations, the state is 
expected to give the district $4.84 mil- 
lion for 1976-77. 


• An additional state-aid payment 


made to Disl. 21 in June provided 
$370,827, increasing the surplus cash 
balance at the end of the 1975-76 
school year. Barger said when budget 
projections were made in the spring, 
the 
administration 
did 
not 
know 


whether that payment would be made, 
nor whether it would be for the full 
amount. 


• Cutbacks in expenditures during 


the 1975-76 school year provided an 
additional $43,000 in cash available at 
the end of June. This money, com- 
bined with the $370,000 extra state aid 
payment, left the district with $974,144 
in surplus cash at the end of 1975-76, 
instead of $560,000 as originally ex- 
pected. 


Barger said the district will still 


overspend its revenue for the coming 
year by $155,111, but this amount will 
be covered by the surplus cash. 


Barger said the new figures show 


that the district can operate without 
any financial problems in the coming 
year without a tax increase. 


The new projections, however, are 


subject to change because of action on 
the state-aid formula currently pend- 
ing in the Illinois General Assembly, 
Barger said. 


If the legislature does not fund a 


provision in the state-aid formula bill, 
which ensures that no school district 
will get less state money this year be- 
cause of changes in the formula, Dist. 
21 would lose about $300,000, Barger 
said. The legislature is expected to 
act in November on Gov. Daniel 
Walker's amendatory veto of the bill. 


IN ADDITION, Barger said Dist. 21 


will be affected by a dispute over a 


$53.23 million penalty levied against 
the Chicago schools for closing 16 
days early last school year. 


If 
the 
full penalty 
is assessed 


against Chicago, Dist. 21 may gain 
$150,000, but if Chicago wins a suit 
challenging the penalty, Dist. 21 could 
lose an additional $300,000, Barger 
said. 


The tax referendum was recom- 


mended to the board in July by a citi- 
zens' committee studying the dis- 
trict's finances. The committee was 
appointed this spring after the board 
made major cuts in the 1976-77 budget. 


HERB STEIN, spokesman for the 


citizens group, said Monday the com- 
mittee was "operating with what we 
thought were good estimates of in- 


come. I don't think the finance com- 
mittee, if given these facts today, 
would recommend a referendum,'' he 
said. 


Gill said although the district's fi- 


nancial picture looks better, "the 
long-range difficulties for financing 
still exist." Bui he said the district's 
condition is not serious enough at this 
time to warrant a tax referendum. 


"People shouldn't have to vote on a 


tax increase unless it is absolutely 
necessary," Gill said. 


Gill originally asked the board to 


delay the referendum for a year, but 
rather than deciding to postpone the 
vote, board members decided to can- 
cel the referendum and reconsider it 
at a later date.

Sept. 28 decision deadline 
Parks consider special tax fund 


A Herald staff report 


Area park districts are considering 


passage of a special tax designed to 
eliminate the use of tax anticipation 
warrants to meet spiraling operating 
expenses. 


Illinois Gov. Daniel Walker signed 


the amendment to the state's park 
district code Aug. 12, allowing Illinois 
park districts to establish a working 
cash fund. 


The law requires interested park 


boards to adopt a resolution estab- 
lishing the new fund by the last Tues- 
day in September of each year 
through 1979. 


Park boards, therefore, must adopt 


the resolution, publish it and have it 
on file for a 30-day public inspection 
by Sept. 28 if they are to begin receiv- 
ing the special funds next year. Ac- 
tion must be taken this week if the 
tax is to be applied to the 1976-77 levy. 


PARK DISTRICTS will be allowed 


to levy a maximum 2.5 cents per $100 
assessed valuation, which will be de- 
posited into the special working cash 
fund, and will be used only to subsi- 
dize "ordinary and necessary" park 
district expenditures, the law states. 


Residents of each park district can 


block the establishment of the special 
levy by signing a petition in opposi- 
tion to the tax and filing it with their 
park board before Sept. 28. 


At least five per cent of the number 


of residents who voted in the most re- 
cent park board election in that dis- 
trict must sign the objecting petition 
to make it valid, according to the new 
law. 


The park district then must conduct 


a referendum within 90 days from the 
date the petition was filed to seek ap- 
proval from a majority of voters to 
establish the new levy. 


Park districts can automoatically 


levy the special tax if residents do not 
file an objecting petition. 


PARK DISTRICTS are required to 


reimburse the special funds within the 
fiscal year covered by the resolution. 
The fund will provide districts with a 
borrowing system, on which no interest 
is charged, to pay for only normal op- 
erating expenses and not special proj- 
ects. 


The law states the special funds can 


be transferred to the district's general 
fund "for the payment of salaries and 
other corporate expenses so as to 
avoid, whenever possible, the is- 
suance of tax anticipation warrants," 


The law requires park boards to 


adopt a new resolution to establish the 
special levy for each new fiscal year. 


The provision, which expires after 


1979, was created to give park dis- 
tricts financial relief from inflation. 


THE WHEELING PARK District 


has passed a resolution calling for the 
tax to be added to the 1976-77 levy. 
David Phillips, park district director 
said the levy is to be adopted early in 
September. 


"Basically this will enable park dis- 


tricts to stay away from tax anticipa- 
tion warrants," said Phillips. "This 
would permit us to have the cash on 
hand and even out our our cash flow 
problems." He said the district plans 
to levy the full amount permitted by 
law, giving the Wheeling district an 


estimated $25.000. 


Three other park districts have 


scheduled meetings on the new pro- 
posal.

announced Monday. A six-foot moon core sample was recovered 
from the Luna 24 craft Sunday for analysis in a Moscow labora- 
tory of the USSR Academy of Sciences. Pravda said samples will 
be offered to other countries for study. Tass hailed the 15-day 
mission of Luna 24 as "a new success for Soviet science and 
technology." 


U.S. embassy turns down asylum request 


The United States embassy turned down a request for asylum by 


a Russian citizen who dashed past Soviet guards and into the 
residence of U.S. Ambassador Walter J. Stoessel Jr., an American 
spokesman said Monday in Moscow. The embassy spokesman said 
the man. a Soviet citizen in his late 30s or early 40s, was escorted 
from Stoessel's official residence and arrested a few yards outside 
the gate by Soviet uniformed police. 


Quoting the North Korean news- 


paper Rodong Sinmun, the agency 
said "300,000 U.S. troops and South 
Korean puppet army (soldiers) in full 
combat trim are deployed . . . at at- 
tacking positions along the military 
demarcation line." 


In a separate dispatch, the agency 


said "officers and common soldiers of 
the (North) Korean Peoples Army 
stand ready to annihilate the U.S. im- 
perialists if they ignite a new war." 


The bellicose remarks contrasted 


sharply with a mildly worded mes- 
sage North Korean President Kim II 
Sung sent earlier to the U.N. Com- 
mand in South Korea expressing regr- 
et over the killings of the Americans 
in the truce village of Panmunjom. 


Both the United States and South 


Korea rejected Kim's note as unac- 
ceptable and a spokesman for the 
American military command in Seoul 
said the 42,000 U.S. troops in South 
Korea and the 600,000-man South Ko- 
rean armed forces were "on an in- 
creased alert status." 


Other than that, U.S. officials kept 


secret all U.S. military activities in 
and around Korea. They declined to 
disclose the specific location of a U.S. 
7th Fleet task force consisting of the 
Midway, one guided-missile cruiser 
and four frigates. 


Protest rallies continued in South 


Korea against last week's incident in 
which North Korean guards hacked 
the two U.S. officers to death in a dis- 
pute over the trimming of a tree. 


Kim's unprecedented personal mes-

Quakes jolt China and Philippines 


by United Press International 


The second strong earthquake in 


two days jolted Szechuan Province 
in south central China Monday and 
the Philippine Islands were hit by a 
major aftershock of the Aug. 17 quake 
that left 8,000 persons dead or miss- 
ing. 


There were no immediate reports of 


casualties or damage from the quak- 
es, the latest in a series of powerful 
upheavals this year that have killed 
tens of thousands — far more than 
50,000 lives if estimates of casualties 
in China are included. 


Despite the heavy toll from earth- 


quakes this year, Scientists have been 
unable to agree whether the calami- 
ties are related. 


The Chinese temblor was the third 


strong quake in Szechuan in a week 
and the fourth in the country since the 
strongest earthquake in 12 years dev- 
astated a northern industrial area July 
28. 


Although Szechuan is China's most 


populous province, with more than 66 
million people, the three recent jolts 
struck mountainous regions far from 
large cities. 


Most seismological stations which 


recorded the Chinese temblor, cen- 
tered about 900 miles northwest of 
Hong Kong, said it measured about 
6.7 on the open-ended Richter scale. A 


monitoring 
station 
in 
Strasbourg, 


France, recorded it at an intensity of 
7.25 to 7.5, slightly smaller than the 
8.0 quake that devastated the southern 
Philippines last week. 


Szechuan's Sunday quake registered 


about 6.8. Scientists said both tem- 
blors apparently were aftershocks 
from the area's Aug. 16 quake, which 
measured 6.9. 


In the Philippines, the strongest 


shock Monday was recorded at the in- 
dustrial town of Iligan, about 500 
miles south of Manila. The Philippine 
News Agency said residents panicked 
and drivers abandoned their cars in 
the streets, causing massive traffic 
jams, but apparently no deaths or 
serious damage. 


The sixth major aftershock from 


last Tuesday's disaster was much 
weaker in Zamboanga City, where 
2,000 refugees are housed. 


Philippine officials said 175,000 per- 


sons were left homeless by the Aug. 
17 quake and subsequent tidal waves. 


A medium-strength quake which 


registered 4.75 on the Richter scale 
struck the Greek island of Cephalonia 
Monday and a weak temblor shook 
central Japan. There were no reports 
of casualties or serious damage from 
either quake. 


And a mild earthquake measuring 


3.0 rumbled through Fontana, Calif., 
early Sunday, but caused no damage. 


Chinese authorities announced the 


Aug. 16 quake in Szechuan about 24 


hours after it occurred, saying It 
caused only "very slight" damage be- 
cause it had been predicted and pre- 
cautionary measures had been taken.

about 140 miles north of the capital of 
Chentu. 


Radio monitors said Szechuan and 


neighboring provinces have remained 
under a quake alert since last Mon- 
day. 


Officially, about 30.000 lives have 


been lost in earthquakes this year, 
three times higher than the average. 
The toll includes 
23.000 killed in 


Guatemala Feb. 4; 900 in northeastern 
Italy May 6; 600 in Indonesia July 14, 
and more than 3,750 in the Philippines 
last week.

workers stormed a hijacked Egyptian 
jetliner in Luxor airport Monday, cap- 
tured three Arab gunmen and freed 
the crew and passengers unharmed. 


The Cairo government accused Lib- 


yan leader Moammar Khadafy of 
masterminding the air seizure and lik- 
ened the retaking of the plane to last 
month's Israeli raid on a hijacked air- 
liner in Entebbe, Uganda. 


The guerrillas seized the Egyptiar 


Boeing 737 carrying 101 persons dur- 
ing a 450-mile domestic flight from 
Cairo to Luxor. 


At first they said they would blow 


up the plane unless they were sup- 
plied with fuel to fly on to Libya, then 
changed their minds and demanded 
freedom for five Arab prisoners held 
in Egypt. 


Premier Mamdouh Salem, who su-

Carter calls Ford 'four times as negative as Nixon'

Jimmy Carter, after staying pretty 


much out of sight while the Republi- 
cans slugged it out during the past 
month, began his campaign attacks 
on President Ford Monday. 


In Los Angeles, he called it "a re- 


markable achievement" that Ford, 
through his vetoes, has turned out 
four times as negative as Richard 
Nixon. 


Ford's staff met Monday in Vail, 


Colo., for the first formal strategy 
session of the campaign while the 
President took care of some official 


duties and played golf and tennis. 


His running mate, Sen. Robert Dole 


of Kansas, was to join him for strate- 
gy talks later in the week. 


Monday, Dole got a national secur- 


ity briefing at the White House from 
CIA director George Bush. 


Ironically, it was Bush who became 


chairman of the Republican National 
Committee when Dole was forced out 
by Nixon after the 1972 elections. And 
Bush's acceptance of the CIA post 
automatically took him out of the run- 
ning for the vice presidential nomi- 


nation for which some thought he was 
an early favorite. 


Dole, who will address the Ameri- 


can Legion convention in Seattle 
Wednesday, a day after Carter does, 
was put in an embarrassing position 
by publication Sunday of an interview 
he gave Time magazine just before he 
was picked as Ford's running mate, 


Dole suggested Ford would be was- 


ting time in Vail when he should be 
out campaigning. Ford spokesman 
Ron Nessen responded, "It would be 
fair to say there will be a lot of work 
here, as Sen. Dole will find out when 


he gets here." 


In a speech to a group of California 


businessmen, Carter said Nixon ve- 
toed 41 bills in six years. "In only two 
years, Ford has already vetoed 53 
bills, about four times as many bills 
per year as his predecessor," he said, 
"and to be four times as negative as 
Mr. Ford's predecessor is a remark- 
able achievement. 


"... Do you know what the basic 


Republican anti-inflation policy has 
been? To put people out of work — 
'Cooling down the economy' they call 
it, because that sounds nicer." 


A Harris survey published Monday 


showed Carter is well received by the- 
1,494 voters interviewed across the 
country. By a margin of 82 to 7 per 
cent they credit him with having done 
a "good job of unifying the Democrat- 
ic party for the first time in years" 
and by 75 to 5 per cent they regard 
him as "a man of high integrity." 


Democratic party chairman Robert 


Strauss said Carter may make a four 
or five-day whistelestop campaign 
tour next month starting in St. Louis 
and rolling northeastward to New 
England. 


In another development: 
• John Connally told UPI in Hous- 


ton he thinks Ford can close the gap 
and defeat Carter in November. "He 
could lose," Connally said of Ford. "I 
don't expect him to. He's got a tre- 
mendous gap to close but I think he 
can close it. 


"I have said the President was go- 


ing to have to be more aggresive and 
bolder both in his campaign style and 
his campaign proposals. But he cer- 
tainly lived up to that in his accept- 
ance speech. I htought it was the best 
speech I ever heard him make."

Walker approves 
anti-fraud bills 


Gov. Daniel Walker Monday signed into law two bills designed to 


keep unscrupulous medical providers from cheating the state on 
Medicaid payments. "One bill will help us make sure that tests in 
laboratories are actually performed and (hat the state is being 
charged fairly," Walker told a news conference. "Another bill will 
help us detect whether the state is being billed for nonexistent 
eveglnsses and medicine that never was dispensed." 


Wnlkcr said although all fraud cannot be elimated through 


legislation, "these bills give us the tools to attack it." One of the 
measures require-* doctors and hospitals to list the name of clini- 
cal laboratories used to conduct tests on Medicaid patients and to 
detail how much money the lab charged, for the work. The second 
hill requires medical providers, such as pharmacists and opto- 
metrists. to get signed receipts from public aid recipients for 
drug1;, eyeglasses and other medical equipment. 


Walker also signed a bill exempting individual retirement ac- 


counts from the state income tax. Such retirement funds permit 
persons who aren't covered by private or pub'lc pension plans to 
put aside up to S 1,300 a year. The federal government docs not tax 
individual retirement accounts.

High court hears 
ethics arguments 


The Illinois Supreme Court Monday heard arguments in Chicago 


on the legality of placing three proposed constitutional amend- 
ment-: on the November election ballot, then took the matter under 
advisement. The court gave no indication when it would rule on 
tny ca^e. 


\i issue are three amendments proposed by a group called the 


Coalition for Political Honesty. The amendments would: prohibit 
legislators from holding two public jobs at the same time: keep 
them from collecting their salaries in an annual lump sum, and 
prohibit them from voting on bills in which they have a personal, 
f.imily or financial interest. A key issue in the legal battle is the 
languaco of a provision in the state's 1970 Constitution which al- 
lows -voters to petition for constitutional change only in "structural 
and procedural subjects" of the state legislature. 


The Constitution provides that all other changes must be in- 


itiated by the legislature itself Assistant Illinois Atty. Gen. Herb 
Caplan. arguing on the side of the coalition, told the court that if it 
bain the amendments, the provision allowing voters to petition for 
change may as well "be repealed." Caplan was arguing against a 
ruling made two weeks ago by Cook County Circuit Court Judge 
Nathan Cohen, who found all three amendments to be uncon- 
stitutional. Cohen's ruling invalidated petitions containing 675,000 
signatures, nearly double the number needed for placing an 
amendment on the ballot.

wieldy. 


"The convenience of prepaid tickets

emphasized," said a Naperville offi- 
cial. He said this ticketing system en- 
courages a ridership habit and elimi- 
nates the need for money handling. 


OFFICIALS FROM Glen Ellyn and 


Glendale Heights also objected to eli- 
mination of prepaid tickets. Joseph 
DiJohn, executive director of the 
North Suburban Mass Transit Dis- 
trict, said he, too, would like to con- 
tinue use of 10-ride tickets at a 5 per 
cent discount. 


The RTA had planned to eliminate 


such tickets to ease the rider's ability 
to transfer from one transit system to 
another with the new universal trans- 
fer. Board members had argued that 
it would be difficult to establish a re- 
gional system unless all carriers oper- 
ated from the fare box. 


Most persons speaking at the hear-

He told the court such a decision 
would establish rules and procedures 
that would prevent a recurrence of 
the RTA budget crisis. 


Suburban RTA directors blocked 


passage of the budget in an attempt to 
force the resignation of Chairman Mil- 
ton Pikarsky. The budget was later 
approved as part of a compromise 
agreement. 


RTA attorneys argued that the state 


legislature did not intend the budget 
deadline to be "holier than holy." 
Reuben said strict adherence to the 
deadline would force the RTA to shut 
down for a year.

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Flambeau area was established as a 
state forest. 


TODAY, THE 86,000-acre forest is 


one of the few undeveloped and non- 
commercialized areas left in the state 
— a panorama of northern hardwoods 
and hemlock plus sections of old 
growth timber spared from the lum- 
berjack's axe. The shorelines of the 
placid lakes and banks, of the rushing 
white water of the Flambeau are a 
natural habitat for a variety of shrubs 
and wildlife. Deer are often spotted 
crossing the winding gravel and as- 
phalt roads. 


The forest, located about 38 miles 


east of Hayward, Wis., is sparsely 
populated with only a few rural ham- 
lets, summer cabins and two state 
managed campgrounds. The lack of 
civilization is troublesome only for a 
few hours before the urge to return to 
the simple life takes over. A vacation 
in the Flambeau River State Forest is 
a back-to-nature experience 
full of 


peace and relaxation. 


Yet there are plenty of things to do 


for those who like to stay active. The 
river itself is said to be one of the 
best in the state for canoeing, pre- 
senting a challenge to both the novice 
and experienced canoeist. 


The 12-mile section on the North 


Fork between Nile Mile Creek and 
Oxbow has only one stretch of fast 
water — Barnaby rapids — making it 
ideal for amateurs. The current picks 
up below Oxbow, traveling past cab- 
ins and wandering several 
miles 


through wilderness, before reaching 
Hwy. W at the forestry headquarters. 


THE NEXT stretch to Camp 41 is 


perhaps the most scenic. The shore- 
line is heavily timbered. Four miles 
downstream is Big Block, a stand of 
old growth timber stretching for three 
miles,. 


Below Camp 41 the excitement be- 


gins with a series of swift rapids — 
Wannigan 
Rapids 
and 
Flambeau 


Falls. The North and South Forks of 
the river merge further downstream 
and after three miles, as the river 
widens and deepens, the roar of Cedar 
Rapids sounds a new alarm. The four 
pitches of the rapids are followed by 
Beaver Dam, an abrupt 4-foot drop 
extending across the river in nearly a 
straight line. 


Fishing on the river, the lakes and 


nearby trout streams is a popular 
sport in the area. Walleye, bass, pike 
and various panfish are the most 
common but the Wisconsin muskel- 


lunge is a fisherman's dream. The 
muskie is a prize catch here. The 
largest caught in Wisconsin waters 
weighed in at a whopping 69 pounds 
11 ounces. 


Other recreational activities include 


hiking the self-guided nature trails lo- 
cated near the two 30-umt camp- 
grounds on Connors Lake and Lake of 
the Pines .testing marksmanship skills 
at the shooting range, swimming, pic- 
nicking and hunting. Licenses are 
available nearby. 


SNOWSHOEING. crosscountry ski- 


ing and snowmobiling are popular 
winter sports. The forest has 53 miles 
of marked 
and maintained snow- 


mobile trails. 


Meals and lodging are available at 


a number of resorts in the area. An 
annual or daily use sticker is required 
in the two tent and trailer camps.

Korea incident 
grim reminder 


Panmunjom and Korea are 


names out of a long nightmare 
that has faded into the back of 
the American consciousness. 


It comes as a shock, therefore, 


to fmd American troops on alert 
and jets flying halfway around 
the world because of a sudden 
flare-up in tensions in that part 
of the world. 


The most immediate solution 


to this disturbing resurgence of 
the Cold War is to alleviate the 
tensions in the area through a 
United Nations fact-finding mis- 
sion to sort out the circum- 
stances which led to the tragic 
killing of two American officers 
last week. 


At the same time, the whole 


incident must serve as a chilling 
reminder that even as world 
l e a d e r s talk about detente, 
American and Korean troops 
are facing each other at bayo- 
net-point across a cease-fire line 
established more than 20 years 
ago. 


For all the progress that has 


been made in recent years on 
the situation in Korea, it is con- 
ceivable that 20 years from now 
soldiers who have not yet been 
born will be in the same posi- 
tion. 


It is too much to expect quick 


or easy solutions to this uneasy 
peace. But if the current trouble 
along the Korean cease-fire line 
can raise the awareness of 
Americans and their leaders, it 
may be that a solution can even- 
tually be found. 


There can be no doubt that in 


the search for solutions, the 
American government will face 
major obstacles from both the 
North and South Korean govern- 
ments whose attitudes 
have 


been hardened through years of 
conflict. 


One thing is clear, however, as 


the latest episode in the Korean 
saga unfolds. This is not the 
time to revive the passions or 
the justifications which led to 
the Korean War. 


Nuclear licensing good 


The temporary halt in new nu- 


c l e a r reactor licensing an- 
nounced by the federal N'uclear 
Regulatory Commission is good 
news for the public. 


The agency was responding to 


a U S. Court of Appeals ruling 
that the NRC did not give ade- 
quate attention to atomic risks 
in its licensing of nuclear power 
plants in Vermont and Mich- 
igan. 


As a result, the agency said no 


licenses to build plants or oper- 
ate new stations at full power 


will be issued until an environ- 
mental study is completed. The 
study of radioactive waste han- 
dling and reprocessing of spent 
fuel should be ready by Sept. 30. 


As residents of the state with 


the 
highest concentration of 


atomic energy plants, Illinois 
citizens stand to benefit from the 
urgently needed research. By its 
d e c i s i o n , the appeals court 
prompted necessary research 
that previously was overlooked 
by regulators and some legisla- 
tors. 
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B-l bomber 


It could be the most 


successful aircraft ever 


\ 


to be tested in air history 


by DALE D. MYERS 


There is regrettable irony in the fact the Air Force B-l bomber 


is the focal point of a funding battle on Capitol Hill. 


The Senate has recently decided to delay that decision until after 


Feb. 1, 1977. The delay was proposed so the newly elected presi- 
dent, whoever he may be, can further evaluate B-l flight test data 
before deciding on a go-ahead. 


There are two reasons a delay is unsound. First, after more than 


a year and a half of intensive flight testing at Edwards Air Force 
Base, California, plus years of ground tests, the B-l already has 
demonstrated virtually all of its major design requirements. Air 
Force Secretary Thomas C. Reed recently pointed out that no new 
test information of significance to a production decision will be- 
come available between November and February. 


The second reason is that a delay now will add millions of 


dollars to the program. The Air Force estimates that the addition- 
al cost could reach as high as $500 million, 


It is ironic that the B-l debate has created the image of a 


questionable product. 


Nothing could be further from the truth. 
If ever the United States — the acknowledged leader in the 


manufacture of fine military aircraft — has produced a superior 
airplane, the B-l is it. 


Each of the four Secretaries of Defense since 1970 has supported 


the program after careful evaluation of its need. As Secretary, 
James Schlesinger requested and defended the long lead procure- 
ment funds approved by Congress last year. 


The B-l's performance in flight testing is so outstanding that 


former astronaut Maj. Gen. Thomas Stafford, commander of the 
Air Force Flight Test Center at Edwards, said: 


"The B-l system is the result of six years of active, innovative 


development preceded by seven years of intensive study. Never 
have we so thoroughly thought out and tested an aircraft prior to 
turning it over to the ultimate user. The true proof lies in the 
system's ability to adequately perform its mission in the ah-. 


"The B-l is the most successful of any test program the Flight 


Test Center has seen to date." 


Being developed by the Air Force to modernize its strategic 


bomber force, the B-l is designed to survive in today's environ- 
ment of sophisticated radar defenses by penetrating the target at 
treetop altitudes at nearly supersonic speeds. 


It's been said that there are other systems which can do the 


B-l's job more cheaply and effectively, but the record does not 
support this. 


Department of Defense studies conclusively show that there is 


no feasible alternative to the B-l, as indicated in Congressional 
testimony by former Air Force Secretary John McLucas. 


A B-52 with modified engines would have substantial deficiencies 


in takeoff and in low-level capabilities compared to the B-l, Dr. 
McLucas said, 


He said it would require ten times as many enlarged — or 


stretched — FB-lll's to do the job of B-l's. "A stretched version," 
Dr. McLucas said, "could not provide adequate target coverage 
because it would lack the necessary space for sufficient fuel or 
weapons." 


The often proposed air-launched cruise missile is also judged an 


inadequate substitute. 


Dr. McLucas said that wide-bodied transports carrying cruise 


missiles would be more vulnerable to attack than the B-l, both 
during takeoff (by submarine-launched ballistic missies) and at 
altitude (by long-range interceptors). 


The conclusion is that the B-l is the most cost-effective way to 


insure that the bomber portion of the U.S. Triad concept of deter- 
rent defense, which includes land-and sea-launched missiles, re- 
mains sound. 


In terms of cost, the B-l program has been victimized by dis- 


tortion. Totally without foundation, figures as high as $91 billion, in 
today's dollars, have been cited for the B-l's life cycle cost. 


In rebuttal, the Air Force points out that in terms of today's 


dollars, "the total life cycle cost of the B-l fleet is $26.8 billion." 
This cost encompasses, in addition to research and development 
work and the manufacture of 240 operational aircraft, the cost of 
fuel, crews, weapons, maintenance, and ground support equipment 
and personnel over a 20 year period of full fleet operations. 


The B-l research and development program, itself, has been a 


model of efficiency. In six years since the contract was awarded 
by the Air Force, the cost estimate, in terms of 1970 dollars, has 
increased by only 11 per cent, despite the complexity of the pro- 
gram. A full 89 per cent of the total increase is due solely to 
inflation, according to the Air Force. 


Secretary Reed recently said: "The B-l is one of the best man- 


aged programs in the history of the Department of Defense, a 
remarkable achievement when you consider the complexity of the 
work." 


A persistent question is asked about the B-l. "Is it necessary in 


the missile age?" 


Gen. Russell E. Dougherty, commander of the Strategic Air 


Command, recently outlined 14 reasons why the answer is une- 
quivocably yes. He points out that a bomber can be launched 
immediately in a crisis to provide high visibility of national re- 
solve while providing precious time for peaceful negotiation. Most 
importantly, it can be recalled If- peace prevails — a ballistic 
missile cannot. 


In conclusion, Gen. Dougherty said: 
"A long-range, manned penetrating bomber offers a uniquely 


capable and dependable strategic delivery system that spreads 
itself reliably and capably across the broadest possible spectrum 
of those required military capabilities. When completely modern- 
ized and manned with skilled, ingenious military crews, such a 
penetrating bomber offers the United States an overall flexibility 
of choice and application that is unmatched by any other weapons 
system. 


"Simply stated, I view the B-l as the best candidate vehicle 


reasonably available to satisfy the future requirement for a mod- 
ern manned penetrating bomber — and to provide the U.S. with 
the diversified characteristics that are and will be needed In our 
complementary mix of strategic delivery systems. Not only do I 
view it as the best, I do not see any other comparable system that 
can reasonably be expected to do this job as I think it must be 
done for assurance — or for long-term economics."

Cost of running 
cars, trucks rises 


The cost of keeping the nation's cars and trucks on the road has 


jumped by more than $100 billion a year since 1972, but the culprit 
may not be the one that readily comes to mind — gasoline. A 
Hertz Corp. study released this week concludes that depreciation, 
the difference between the price you pay for a vehicle and its 
trade-in value, is the main reason for the increase — a greater 
rise than in all of the previous 22 years. Not only has the cost gone 
up, but the record rises now mean Americans last year spent 
nearly a quarter of the country's personal income to run motor 
vehicles, compared with less than one-fifth of it 25 years ago, the 
Hertz study said Part of that increase, however, is due to the fact 
that Americans are running more vehicles today than 25 years 
ago.

Heart deterioration 
may cause swelling 


My father is H8 years old. He lives, In Wisconsin with my 86-year- 


old mother. He has been healthy and happy and able to do all his 
chores until the last two or three months. He walked to the barn a 
couple of times a day, about four blocks to the mail box every day 
and even cleared the sidewalk of snow. 


His ankles and feet have been swelling. His doctor says it's his 


heart and gave him pills for lu's heart and for the swelling. I don't 
think be has high blond pressure. He has also taken water pills 
lie fore. 


Hr doesn't cat much .salt. The pills don't help the swelling and 


lie feels weak. My brother said he didn't go to church last Sunday, 
f haven't been able lo find out exactly what kind of pills he takes, 
since I live in t/tah. 


My dad is Id) to 115 pounds and "> fuel 5. I wonder if you could 


give some suggestions as to what jou think might be causing his 
legs to swell and if there is anything that might help him at his 
age. 


The doctor told my brother that changing my dad's diet wouldn't 


help now. Dad could eat anything. Last Thanksgiving when I was 
In Wisconsin he was so spry, did all the chores, fed two steers in 
the barn, went to rhurch. visited my brothers' homes and went out 
In dinner »itli us. Hr fell good and enjoyed all of it. 


II is hard to produce miracles and yet all of us hope for them or 


hope some doctor will provide one. 


Your father has done remarkably well and seems to have en- 


joyed all of his 88 years. I presume that he has swelling of the feet 
and ankles from heart failure. Many things can cause it but since 
your doctor has been giving him heart pills that is the most likely 
problem at his age. 


Heart failure is not (he same thing as a heart attack. It is 


caused by a weakening of the heart muscle that can occur from 
many different causes. Commonly the arteries to the heart muscle 
become diseased and gradually the heart muscle is damaged, 
rather than the sudden change you see with an acute heart attack. 
Inflammation of the heart muscle or overwork from valvular dis- 
ease can cause it, too, but I would expect it to be related to your 
father's arteries at his age. 


There is a limited amount that can be done. Medicines to elimi- 


nate salt and water are helpful. The use of heart medicines (the 
digitalis groupi to strengthen the heart muscle sometimes work 
like a miracle earlier in the course of the illness. Eventually the 
patient has to strictly limit physical activity. 


The one area that can often be improved is in limiting salt 


intake I note you say your father doesn't use much salt. In such 
problems any salt is too much. Moreover, it is better to limit the 
foods that contain lots of salt 'sodium). That means limiting the 
meat group and particularly avoiding cured meats and cold cuts. 
Milk has to be limited or you must find low salt milk products. 
Strict adherence to a low salt diet may be helpful but it isn't much 
fun.

Remedies recommended 
for crayon ivax stains 


Dear Dorothy: In a hurry recently, I failed to check my son's 


pockets properly. There were several crayons' in them and all the 
clothes wont into the dryer. Now, crayon is melted into several 
garments. Would you know what to do to get it out? — Mrs. W. 
Skmder 


If the crayon stajns were set by the dryer (and especially if one 


was red) you may have trouble getting them out. However, you 
might as well go the whole route. Remove as much of the wax as 
you can with the dull edge of a knife. Then put paper towels on 
both sides of stain and press with a barely warm iron. Place the 
stained part face down on paper towels and put dry-cleaning sol- 
vent on the back side of the stain. Then dampen with water, rub 
with bar soap or liquid detergent, rinse and launder. If there's still 
a trace of color, soak in an enzyme pre-soak or oxygen bleach 
solution and Jauntier again. When a whole load of clothes is 
-stained, a simple recommended method is to launder with hot 
water, laundry soap and one cup baking soda. If spots remain, dry 
cleaning is the necessary next step. 


Dear Dorothy: My sister buys carrots and beets out in the coun- 


try. She stores them in the refrigerator with tops on. Seems to me 
I read somewhere that the tops should be snipped off or they 
absorb the nutrients. Am I right or wrong? — Hilda Herbert 


Right. And for the precise reason you cite. 


Dear Dorothy: This may help others who have small troubles 


with porch furniture. Our willow couch was starting to show dirt 
and I did some inquiring. A furniture man urged trying the popu- 
lar white detergent used on appliances.

Working mothers 


Those with preschoolers have extra problems 


by LAURA SCHMALBACH 


(Second of four parts) 


One working mother told the story 


of her 4-year-old daughter coming 
home from full-time nursery school, 
bubbling over about the squares and 
rectangles on her mother's dress. 


"She was happier and learning 


more at school than I could ever give 
her at home," the mother said with a 
smile. 


Another young woman, exhausted at 


8 p.m. and speaking quietly over her 
coffee to avoid waking her young 
sons, said she thought her full-time 
employment was a "definite factor" 
in her child's behavior problems at 
school. 


Whether preschool working mothers 


relish or dread their employment, 
their numbers are increasing. Accord- 
ing to a 1976 report from the National 
Commission on the Observance of 
Women's Year, more than five million 
working mothers have children under 
six years of age. In families headed 
by women, there were 71 per cent 
more 
preschoolers 
with 
working 


mothers in 1975 than in 1970, the re- 
port adds. 


THE RUNNING BATTLE between 


those who believe a clu'ld needs the 
constant care of his mother the first 
few years and those who think the 
care and attention can be provided by 
other individuals seems far from 
over. 


Research into the effects of a work- 


ing mother on a preschooler's devel- 
opment has been limited, and results 
are inconclusive and conflicting. As 
psychologist Lois Hoffman and sociol- 
ogist Ivan Nye point out in their 1974 
book, "Working Mothers": 


"While there is no evidence that 


employment affects the quantity or 
quality of the mother-infant inter- 
action, the voluntary employment of 
mothers of infants and young children 
has not been common and has rarely 
been studied."

has "serious doubts" about full-time 
employment for preschool mothers. 
He urges prospective parents to 
"wake up to the fact that parenting is 
a full-time proposition — especially in 
the first few years." 


DR. 
DENNIS 
LAMBERT, psy- 


chiatrist and director of clinical ser- 
vices for children at Forest Hospital, 
Des Plaines, says a child below three 
years of age needs a protective, ma- 
ternal, giving type of person on a one- 
to-one basis. He would prefer some- 
thing be worked out with a relative or 
live-in babysitter. 


But Barbara Wickcll, professor and 


family consultant at the University of 
Chicago-Circle Campus and herself a 
working mother, says she's found that 
working mothers spend as much, if 
not more, one-on-one lime with their 
children as non-working mothers. She 
feels it's the quality of time that 
counts, and adds that if (he mother 
manages to erase her guilt about 
leaving the home, the children will 
benefit from the experience. 


PANGS OF GUILT, often present 


when any mother starts a full-time 
job, are frequently intensified when 
preschool children are involved. Many 
mothers still view day care centers as 
s t r i c t l y custodial care facilities, 
where the child is plopped in front of 
a TV set and left to his own amuse- 
m e n t s . Despite these lallacies, 
"there's still a tremendous amount of 
guilt . . . I don't think il's justifiable, 
but it's nearly always (he first thing 
we have to deal with." says Karen 
Selman, director of Palatine's Com- 
munity Child Care Center. 


Adds Lorraine Angel, operator of 


both Angel Town day care center and 
Angel Town-Baby Town infant care 
center in Des Plaines, "Many of our 
parents have a heavy guilt complex 
before they enlcr their children, but 
we try to show them thai in many 


ways, it's an advantage to have a 
child in a responsible day care cen- 
ter." 


A UNIQUE FEATURE of Mrs. An- 


gel's program is the infant care facil- 
ity, which cares for children from 
birth to two years with a ratio of one 
adult to every three babies. The cen- 
ter, patterned after a Harvard Uni- 
versity preschool project, is licensed 
for 20 children, and Mrs. Angel says it 
is filled each year. 


Parents of the infants are split be- 


tween those working out of financial 
necessity and those opting for a ca- 
reer by choice, but in both the infant 
care and day care centers, parents 
experience those guilt feelings. 


"I spend so much time feeling guil- 


ty about working that it only makes 
things worse." admits Barbara Mi- 
chal, a working mother with two 
sons, in the Community Child Care 
Center. Mrs. Michal. recently remar- 
ried, has worked out of financial ne- 
cessity since her 3-year-old was nine 
months old. She enjoys her job as an 
executive secretary and feels "per- 
fectly confident" about the care her 
sons receive at the Palatine center, 
but the after-hours time demands are 
too much for her. 


"I'D BE HOME in a minute if I had 


the chance," she says with a sigh. "It 
lears my heart out to go to work be- 
cause there are so many demands 
that I can't set aside a specific time 
for the kids. They're just not getting 
all they should be." 


Mrs. Michal's schedule of a quick 


breakfast at 6:30 a.m., full day at 
work, dinner and children's bedtime 
by 8 p.m. "doesn't give much time for 
plain old mothering," but she says 
her family is gradually adjusting as 
her husband pitches in with house- 
work and she learns to relax. 


Despite the problems, Mrs. Michal, 


says the idea of setting up a business 


with her husband when the children 
are in school is "pretty exciting." And 
she admits that "I have gotten used to 
the excitement of working . . . maybe 
I'd be a caged lion if I were home all 
day." 


FEAR OF BECOMING a "caged 


lion" is part of the reason Kathy Le- 
cinski, a Buffalo Grove music teacher 
and mother of three preschoolers, 
works part time. Mrs. Lecinski com- 
bines private piano lessons, teaching 
duties and music work at her church 
with three active boys because "I'd 
be horrible if I was home all the time 
—working part time makes me a bet- 
ter mother because I'm doing what I 
want to do." 


"I didn't work at all after the birth 


of my first child, but it really both- 
ered me," Mrs. Lecinski says. 


"An education gives you an obliga- 


ton to yourself, and it would have 
been a shame to let it go down the 
drain — working is a need I ha\re that 
goes beyond the extra income." 


DESPITE THE fact that "it would 


be like cutting off an arm" to give up 
music, Mrs. Lecinski does limit her 
professional 
activities 
to 
approxi- 


mately two days a week. 


"I just couldn't walk out every day 


. . maybe when the kids are older I 
would go back full time, but I'd hav« 
to have the same hours the children 
do," she says. 


Whatever their reasons for working, 


mothers of preschool children face 
several problems when they head out 
the door. The juggling act between 
work, home and family, a lack of 
quality child care facilities and the 
absence of definitive studies on how 
maternal employment affects children 
all add up — and they've influenced 
many preschool mothers to wait a few 
years before they punch that time 
card.

Back when going away to school meant taking 


along a trunkful of mohair sweaters, pleated skirts, 
and shiny black pumps, a college wardrobe was al- 
most-as important as making it through the first 
week without being labeled a freshman. 


Then, during the years of leather sandals and long 


hair, faded blue jeans became "de riguer1' for eVery- 
thing from math class to a movie.

"Kids are buying much nicer clothes these days

University, wears a typical campus outfit. Tailored 
pants and a soft, pretty shirt have replaced the 
T-shirts and sloppy jeans of recent years, says Ms.

High price needn't mean 
garment of best quality 


The highest price may not mean the 


best quality in fashion according to 
Marjorie Sohn, University of Illinois 
Extension clothing specialist. 


Construction and fabric quality are 


only two factors in determining price. 
In relating price to quality, Ms. Sohn 
suggests considering the following 
factors: 


• A garment could be in the high- 


price range because the fabric is ex- 
pensive. High-quality natural fibers 
are more expensive than some syn- 
thetics or blends. To cut the cost of 
garments made from high quality or 
high-fashion fabrics, the manufac- 
turer may cut corners on the amount 
of fabric used, the construction or the 
finishing details. 


The exclusiveness of the design will 


affect the price. Obviously, if thou- 
sands of the same design are pro- 
duced, the garments will cost less 
than if only a dozen are manufac- 
tured. 


• Price is affected by design. The 


number and shape of pieces in the de- 
sign can increase the price. 


• The type of construction, support: 


ing fabrics, and trims used affect 
price. For instance buttons can add 
considerably to the cost — four but- 
tons priced at $3 each will add $12 to 
the cost of the garment. 


Ms. Sohn points out that the concept 


of what is high-quality or low-quality 
may vary. What is tow-quality to you 
may be high-quality to someone else. 
Likewise, concepts of expensive and 


inexpensive within styles and fabrics 
vary among individuals. 


Technological changes also alter the 


current concept of quality. Through 
the years, manufacturers in the tex- 
t i 1 e and clothing industry 
have 


learned to recognize what sells. They 
know from your buying patterns that 
quality control of merchandise is as 
important to you as the price you pay, 
Ms. Sohn concludes. Therefore many 
fiber 
producers, 
fabric 
manufac- 


turers, and large retail companies 
maintain their own testing and re- 
search laboratories for quality con- 
trol.

Abalone makes mother-of-pearl 


Andy sritds the Encyclopaedia Brit- 


annica's l!»7fi Yearbook of .Science and 
the Future to Kim Robertson, 9, of 
Richmond. Va.. for her question. 
DO ABALONE AND MOTHER-OF- 
PEAHL COME FROM THE SAME 
SOURCE? 


Yes. abnlone and mother-of-pearl 


do come from the same source, which 
is a sea snail called the abalone. His 
assorted klnfolk range in size from 
one Inch across to as large as 12 
inches. These animals enjoy a lather 
lazy existence in the warm waters of 
the Pacific and Indian Oceans. 


The abalone also is called the sea 


ear or the car shell, no doubt because 
his humped oval shell resembles a hu- 
man ear His sturdy, thick shell is 
usually encrusted with algae and oth- 
er sandy marine debris which hide his 
real beauty Along one side of hif, 
shell, or across the top, depending on 
the species, there is a row of bumpy 
beads that are topped with small 
holes. Most of these mini volcanoes 
serve as breathing aids, and others 
help to remove waste materials from 
the body cavity. 


Marine biologists classify the aba- 


lone as a mollusk. which makes him a 
cousin to the common garden snail.

He belongs to the sea, however, and, 
unlike the land snails, he has gills for 
extracting oxygen from the water. His 
tough body contains no bones and con- 
sists mainly of a large foot. He crawls 
from place to place using his muscu- 
lar foot, weaving from side to side. 
When alarmed, he uses the entire foot 
as a suction cup to anchor himself. 


The abalone usually dwells on the 


sandy bottom of his watery home, 
spending his time hiding among the 
shady rocks. He has a rough, file-like 
tongue called a radula which he uses 
to scrape algae off the rocks. The out- 
side of his shell is rough and incon- 
spicuous. But the inside is lined with a 
satiny smooth material called nacre 
or mother-of-pearl. 


Mother-of-pearl is produced by the 


abalone and also by dozens of other 
shellfish, including oysters and clams. 
It is created by a fleshy flap called 
the mantle, which wraps around the 
creature's body like a cloak. In the 
mantle are special .glands. These 
glands rearrange the simple in- 
gredients extracted from the water 
and mix them with a special sort of 
cement 


Wherever the mantle touches the 


shell it spreads a thinner-than-thin 


layer on the inside of the shell. As the 
shell grows, the layers of mother-of- 
pearl become thicker and thicker. 
Each species of shellfish has his own 
recipe and the colors may range from 
peacock blues and greens to pale 
pinks and pearly grays. Its unique 
beauty enhances such items as pock- 
etknife handles, bright buttons and 
jewelry. 


Various abalones live in the coastal 


waters of many countries. The meat 
of the muscular foot is a delicious sea- 
food treat when it is properly pre- 
pared. In the Far East the abalone is 
a staple food and is considered a sym- 
bol of prosperity and long life.

Some kinds of octopuses inject a 


poison from their horny jaws that par- 
alyzes their prey But the black fluid 
they squirt from the siphon, a funnel- 
shaped opening under their head, is 
evidently not poisonous. Scientists re- 
port that this "ink" has no effect on 
human skin and seems to have none 
on fish passing through it.

'Bus Stop9 worth seeing 
but not right for Edie 


Edie Adams is a multi-talented lady 


of considerable charm. 
If smoking 


had not been ruled hazardous to one's 
health, I'm sure all America would be 
lighting up Muriel Cigars because of 
her provocative and persuasive tele- 
vision commercials. 


And her abilities as a singer and 


actress have been demonstrated in 
nightclubs, on stage, in movies and on 
TV with some success. She won a 
Tony Award for her performance as 
Daisy Mae in the "Lil Abner" musical 
on Broadway. 


But I think "Bus Stop" is not the- 


proper vehicle to display Miss Adams' 
acting talents. The role she portrays 
in the William Inge play that just 
opened at Drury Lane North in the 
Lincolnshire Marriott calls for a 
younger, more vulnerable personality. 


THAT SAID, may I add that the 


production nevertheless is excellent,

"Bus Stop" takes place in a small 


Kansas town during an early March 
snowstorm. Passengers on the bus out 
of Kansas City to Topeka are stran- 
ded in the little cafe that serves as 
the local bus stop till roads can be 
cleared. (Only those who've lived in 
small town U.S.A. can fully appre- 
ciate the authenticity of the setting.) 


Playwright Inge has peopled his 


play with an intriguing set of charac- 
ters, and the strength of the touch-

ingly humorous drama lies in the in- 
terplay among them that reveals so 
much of each and simultaneously 
weaves a plot that changes their lives 
by the time the bus leaves for Topeka. 
It's a play of enduring quality and the 
Drury Lane crew do it justice.

ly untalented nightclub performer — 
she calls herself a chanteuse, explain- 
ing to the young waitress Alma, "Hil- 
degard is a chanteuse."

Anne Haney is thoroughly believable 
as the good-humored, hard-working 
"grass widow," a strong woman 
deserted by her husband and period- 
ically needing a man to retain her 
sanity.

Alma, the idealistic high school girl 
who works for Grace as a waitress 
and has yet to be rebuffed by life.

Media "freebics" are out! 


In a bold move, the Big Ten Confer- 


ence is risking < ? ? > its public rela- 
tions image by eliminating 
com- 


plimentary tickets for the press. 


It strikes at Midwest journalism's 


most vulnerable area, the pocketbook. 


Working press credrntials aren't af- 


fected. They'll be provided as usual 
for those with an official University of 
Illinois job in the press box this fall, 
but (he age-old policy of handing out 
complimentary football (and basket- 
ball) tickets to members of the radio, 
TV and print media has been elimi- 
nated tinder Big Ten edict. 


Commissioner 
Wayne 
Duke ex- 


plained the action as another vital 
step by league members striving to 
bring budgets into balance. 


"The policy was voted in last Feb- 


ruary and reaffirmed in May," said 
Duke. "There will be working passes 
for those in the press box, but no ex- 
tra tickets in the stands will be pro- 
vided. 


"The 
league has also eliminated 


'comps' for game officials in football 
and basketball. This is part of a trend 
of curtailment in many areas." 


This sector lias drawn Cecil Cole- 


man's attention ever since he arrived 
at Illinois from Wichita .State. The UI 
system of comps has gotten out of 
hand, and Cecil did not make himself 
the most popular individual in the 
Twin Cities when he began biting into 
it. 


"It was way out of line." said Cole- 


mon. "All kinds of people were get- 
ting free tickets, and when we started 
checking into the reasons, many times 
the response was, 'I don't know. It's 
lust always been done.' We had to put 
a stop to it." 


It was not a fun task. But the fact 


was 
most of the persons receiving 


freebies were in a lot better financial 
shape than the Athletic Association to 
which they tendered their free-of- 
charge allegiance. 


Colenian has continued to provide 


football tickets at a surcharge ($2.50 
this fall) for former Icttcrmen, but 
oniy for the first Hve years after de- 
parture from campus. Also on that 
surcharge list are all members of the 
Illinois High School Coaches Assn., 
with whom the AA seeks to maintain 
strong relations for recruiting pur- 
poses. 


AH full-time members of the AA 


staff 
— coaches, secretaries 
and 


workers — receive two free football 
tickets per game, and the coaches 
also receive extra tickets for their im- 
mediate 
families. 
Athletic 
Board 


members receive two each, and a 
number of comps are set aside for re- 
cruiting visits by athletes and their 
parents. 


The AA tloes not provide tickets for 


legislators, as is popularly believed. 
That is done by the UI president's of- 
fice, which purchases tickets from the 
AA for the purpose of creating better 
relations with the legislative body 
which makes crucial decisions on the 
massive L'l budget. 


What does Ihe media cut mean in 


1976? According to UI sports publicist 
Tab Bennett, 236 season football tick- 
ets were handed out to radio, TV and 
newspaper people last year. Of that 
number, 140 paid no surcharge of any 
kind, while the remainder paid the 
1975 surcharge fee of $2 per game 
ticket. 


At SH per ticket in 1976, the AA 


should make new income in that area. 


"The 
one 
tiling 
I'm 
concerned 


about," said Bennett, "is that some 
media individuals may want to bring 
members of their family into the 
press box with their working press 
credentials. 


"It could create a bad public rela- 


tions situation. I had favored Elroy 
Hirsch's (Wisconsin) proposal to al- 
low two comp tickets for media repre- 
sentatives actually working in the 
press box, but it was voted down by 
the Big Ten athletic directors." 


Duke calls the decision "a sign of 


the times." He adds:

NCAA level, it has been proposed that 
no more free NCAA basketball tickets 
be given to the basketball coaches as- 
sociations.

Sept. 28 decision deadline 
Parks consider special tax fund

Area park districts are considering 


passage of a special tax designed to 
eliminate the use of tax anticipation 
warrants to meet spiraling operating 
expenses. 


Illinois Gov. Daniel Walker signed 


the amendment to the state's park 
district code Aug. 12, allowing Illinois 
park districts to establish a working 
cash fund. 


The law requires interested park 


boards to adopt a resolution estab- 
lishing the new fund by the last Tues- 
day in September of each year 
through 1979. 


Park boards, therefore, must adopt 


the resolution, publish it and have it 
on file for a 30-day public inspection 
by Sept. 28 if they are to begin receiv- 
ing the special funds next year. Ac- 
tion must be taken this week if the 
tax is to be applied to the 1976-77 levy. 


PARK DISTRICTS will be allowed 


to levy a maximum 2.5 cents per $100 
assessed valuation, which will be de- 
posited into the special working cash 
fund, and will be used only to subsi- 
dize "ordinary and necessary" park 
district expenditures, the law states. 


Residents of each park district can 


block the establishment of the special 
levy by signing a petition in opposi- 
tion to the tax and filing it with their 
park board before Sept. 28. 


At least five per cent of the number 


of residents who voted in the most re- 
cent park board election in that dis- 
trict must sign the objecting petition 
to make it valid, according to the new 
law. 


The park district then must conduct 


a referendum within 90 days from the 
date the petition was filed to seek ap- 
proval from a majority of voters to 
establish the new levy. 


Park districts can automoatically 


levy the special tax if residents do not 
file an objecting petition. 


PARK DISTRICTS are required to 


reimburse the special funds within the 
fiscal year covered by the resolution. 
The fund will provide districts with a 
borrowing system, on which no interest 
is charged, to pay for only normal op- 
erating expenses and not special proj- 
ects. 


The law states the special funds can 


be transferred to the district's general 
fund "for the payment of salaries and 
other corporate expenses so as to 
avoid, whenever possible, the is- 
suance of tax anticipation warrants," 


The law requires park boards to 


adopt a new resolution to establish the 
special levy for each new fiscal year. 


The provision, which expires after 


1979, was created to give park dis- 
tricts financial relief from inflation. 


THE WHEELING PARK District 


has passed a resolution calling for the 
tax to be added to the 1976-77 levy. 


David Phillips, park district director 
said the levy is to be adopted early in 
September. 


"Basically this will enable park dis- 


tricts to stay away from tax anticipa- 
tion warrants," said Phillips. "This 
would permit us to have the cash on 
hand and even out our our cash flow 
problems." He said the district plans 
to levy the full amount permitted by 
law, giving the Wheeling district an 
estimated $25,000. 
mated $25,000. 


Three other park districts have 


scheduled meetings on the new pro- 
posal.

meet at 8 p.m. today at the park of- 
fice, 1313 Burning Bush Ln., Mount 
Prospect. The Prospect Heights Park 
District will meet at 8:30 p.m. today 
at the Gary Morava Recreation Cen- 
ter, 110 W. Camp McDonald Rd., 
Prospect Heights.

PARK DISTRICTS will be allowed 


to le\y a maximum 2.5 cents per Stoo 
assessed valuation, which will be de- 
posited into the special working cash 
fund, and will be used only to subsi- 
dise "ordinary and necessary" park 
district expenditures, the law states. 


Residents ol each park district can 


block the establishment of the special 


levy by signing a petition in opposi- 
tion to the tax and filing it with their 
park board before Sept. 2(1. 


At least five per cent of the number 


of residents wiio voted in the most re- 
cent park board election in that dis- 
trict nntsl sign the objecting petition 
to make it valid, according to the new 
law. 


Tlir park district then must conduct 


a referendum within 90 days from the 
date the petition was filed to seek ap- 
proval from a majority of voters to 
establish the new levy. 


Park districts can automoatically 


levy the special tax if residents do not 
tile an objecting petition. 


PARK DISTRICTS are required to 


reimburse the special funds within the 
tiscal year covered by the resolution. 
The fund will provide districts with a 
borrowing system, on which no interest 
is charged, to pay for only normal op- 
erating expenses and not special proj- 
ects 


The law states the special funds can 


be transferred to the district's general 
fund "for the payment of salaries and 
other corporate expenses so as to 
avoid, whenever possible, the is- 
suance of tax anticipation warrants."' 


The law requires park boards to 


adopt a new resolution to establish the 
special levy for each new fiscal year. 


The provision, which expires after 


1979, was created to give park dis- 
tricts financial relief from inflation. 


THE WHEELING PARK District 


has passed a resolution calling for the 
tax to be added to the 1976-77 levy. 
David Phillips, park district director 
said the levy is to be adopted early in 
September. 


"Basically this will enable park dis- 


tricts to stay away from tax anticipa- 
tion warrants," said Phillips. "This 
would permit us to have the cash on 
hand and even out our our cash flow 


problems." He said the district plans 
to levy the full amount permitted by 
law, giving the Wheeling district an 
estimated $25,000.

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Dist. 21 cancels 
tax referendum 
set for Oct. 9

An Oct. 9 referendum asking for a 


tax increase has been canceled by the 
W h e e 1 i n g-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 
Board of Education because revised 
state-aid figures show the district will 
avoid a deficit budget in the upcoming 
school year. 


Supt. Kenneth Gill asked the board 


to reconsider the referendum at a spe- 
cial meeting Monday because of up- 
dated state-aid figures the district re- 
ceived last week. 


The new figures presented Monday 


indicate that Dist. 21 will end the 1976- 
77 school year with $819.033 in surplus 
cash balance, instead of a deficit of 
$65,319 as originally projected. 


The board approved holding a refer- 


endum for a tax hike of 30 cents per 
$100 equalized assessed valuation at 
its Aug. 12 meeting. The proposed in- 
crease would have raised the tax bill 
$30 for a home with an equalized as- 
sessed value of $10,000. 


John Barger, associate superintend- 


ent, said the additional funds came 
from three primary sources: 


• The state office of education 


said Dist. 21 will receive about 
$470,000 m o r e in state aid dur- 
ing 1976-77 than originally planned. In 
its budget projections, the adminis- 
tration anticipated receiving $4,37 mil- 
lion in state aid, but as a result of 
changes in the state aid formula and 
increased appropriations, the state is 
expected to give the district $4.84 mil- 
lion for 1976-77. 


• An additional state-aid payment 


made to Dist. 21 in June provided 
8370,827, increasing the surplus cash 
balance at the end of the 1975-76 
school year. Barger said when budget 
projections were made in the spring, 
the administration did not know 
whether that payment would be made, 
nor whether it would be for the full 
amount. 


• Cutbacks in expenditures during 


the 1975-76 school year provided an 
additional $43,000 in cash available at 
the end of June. This money, com- 
bined with the $370,000 extra state aid 
payment, left the district with $974,144 
in surplus cash at the end of 1975-76, 
instead of $560.000 as originally ex- 
pected. 


Barger said the district will still 


overspend its revenue for the coming 
year by $155,111, but this amount will 
be covered by the surplus cash. 


Barger said the new figures show 


that the district can operate without 
any financial problems in the coming 
year without a tax increase. 


The new projections, however, are 


subject to change because of action on 
the state-aid formula currently pend- 
ing in the Illinois General Assembly, 
Barger said. 


If the legislature does not fund a 


provision in the state-aid formula bill, 
which ensures that no school district 
will get less state money this year be- 
cause of changes hi the formula, Dist. 
21 would lose about $300,000, Barger 
said. The legislature is expected to 
act in November on Gov. Daniel 
Walker's amendatory veto of the bill. 


IN ADDITION, Barger said Dist. 21 


will be affected by a dispute over a 
$53.23 million penalty levied against 
the Chicago schools for closing 16 
days early last school year. 


If the full penalty is assessed 


against. Chicago, Dist. 21 may gain 


$150,000, but if Chicago wins a suit 
challenging the penalty. Dist. 21 could 
lose an additional $300,000, Barger 
said. 


The tax referendum was recom- 


mended to the board in July by a citi- 
zens' committee studying the dis- 
trict's finances. The committee was 
appointed this spring after the board 
made major cuts in the 1976-77 budget. 


HERB STEIN, spokesman for the 


citizens' group, said Monday the com- 
mittee was "operating with what we 
thought were good estimates of in- 
come. I don't think the finance com- 
mittee, if given these facts today, 
would recommend a referendum," he 
said. 


Gill said although the district's fi- 


nancial picture looks better, ''the 
long-range difficulties for financing 
still exist." But he said the district's 
condition is not serious enough at this 
time to warrant a tax referendum. 


"People shouldn't have to vote on a 


tax increase unless it is absolutely 
necessary," Gill said. 


Gill originally asked the board to 


delay the referendum for a year, but 
rather than deciding to postpone the 
vote, board members decided to can- 
cel the referendum and reconsider it 
at a later date. 


Village rapped

A former candidate for village 


trustee Monday night criticized the 
Wheeling Village Board for appointing 
William Rogers as trustee without 
public participation. 


Roger Powers, an unsuccessful can- 


didate for the board in the April 1975 
village election, said he felt "an in- 
justice was done in the manner in 
which" Rogers was selected. 


The village board last week appoint- 


ed Rogers to replace Gilbert Monoson, 
who resigned July 30, after being in- 
dicted by a Cook County Grand Jury 
on charges of official misconduct and 
bribery. 


Powers, who had formally applied 


for the board vacancy, said he feels 
Rogers is qualified but ''I feel I, too. 
am well qualified and I feel others 
might be interested in interviewing 
for the post."

Tampering ^widespread' 


U.S. Attorney takes over 
meter fixing investigation

The U.S. Attorney's office has taken 


over the investigation into tampering 
with Commonwealth Edison electric 
meters, a spokesman for U.S. Atty. 
Samuel K. Skinner said Monday. 


"Our role has been involved with 


supervising and coordinating the in- 
vestigation as complaints come in ... 
various complaints from throughout 
the state," Steve Kadison, chief of 
speciaf prosecutions said. 


Meter tampering, which Edison offi- 


cials have said has gained popularity 
within the last year and a half, is 
costing the utility more than $1 mil- 
lion annual I v 


Kadison said meter tampering is so 


widespread that rather than having 
individual counties prosecute cases, 
the U.S. Attorney's Office ultimately 
may prosecute them all. 


IT'S BECOME apparent the scope 


of this operation transends the vari- 
ous counties," Kadison said. "We've 
gotten involved primarily because we 
have determined we have jurisdiction 
to prosecute it if a case is made." 


Officials have said meter tampering 


is concentrated in the northern por- 
tion of Illinois including the Northwest 
suburbs of Mount Prospect, Arlington 
Heights and Palatine. State's attor- 
neys from Cook and DuPage counties 
also are investigating cases, Kadison 
said. 


"It appears to be organized," he 


said. "It may not be the activity of 
one group, though. It may be several 
groups." 


No arrests have been made yet, 


Kadison said, but "They (Edison) 
have provided us with information 
about meters that have been tam- 
pered with — both residential and 
commercial. A case is being built." 
Kadison would not disclose specifics 
regarding the ongoing investigation. 


In oilier aspects ot the case. Edi- 


son's Senior Vice President Hubert II. 
Nexon, confirmed that car dealers 
and car washes are among "the wide 
assortment of small and medium siz- 
ed businesses" 
whose meters 
are 


being tampered with. The Herald ear- 
lier reported that several restaurants, 
grocery stores and hair styling salons 
w e r e 
among 
commercial 
estab- 


lishments allegedly involved with me- 
ter tampering. 


"THEY ARE typical of those we've 


found (tampering) as opposed to large 
industry," said Jack J 
Stephens, 


Commonwealth Edison's district su- 
perintendent. 
"Medium-range busi- 


nesses that are very close to the econ- 
omy are the ones that are going to 
achieve the greatest benefit — if you 
call cheating on meters achieving 
benefits." 


Stephens said any business which is 


active more than eight hours daily 
has a fairly substantial electric bill. 


"If times get hard, they probably 


would listen to someone offering that 
service (to fix the meters)," he said. 


Kadison said there are basically two 


ways in which Edison learns a meter 
has been altered. One, ho said, is 
through a visual inspection by the me- 
ter reader while another is through a 
computer check which would record 
differences in monthly electricity use. 


Edjson officials will not disclose the 


names of those businesses suspected 
of meter tampering but said several 
electric meters have been 
slowed 


do\vn to record up to a 40 per cent 
decline in monthly electricity use. As 
a result, some businesses may realize 
up to a $10,000 annual savings. 


NEXON SAID he has tumed over 


the investigation to the U.S. Attor- 
ney's Office because "We are not 
prosecuting authorities. If a case can 
be developed we'd be just delighted to 
see it develop. You need a careful le- 
gal examination to get a conviction. 
Convictions are hard to come by." 


He added the utility is recovering 


its monetary loss by billing various 
customers suspected of tampering on 
a prorated basis. 


"There's just no way of stopping a 


vicious practice, involving a great 
many people, in its tracks." Nexon

Dist. 21 cancels 
tax referendum 
set for Oct. 9

An Oct. 9 referendum asking for a 


tax increase has been canceled by the 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 
Board of Education because revised 
state-aid figures show the district will 
avoid a deficit budget in the upcoming 
school year. 


Supt. Kenneth Gill asked the board 


to reconsider the referendum at a spe- 
cial meeting Monday because of up- 
dated state-aid figures the district re- 
ceived last week. 


The new figures presented Monday 


indicate that Dist. 21 will end the 1976- 
77 school year with $819,033 in surplus 
cash balance, instead of a deficit of 
$65,319 as originally projected. 


The board approved holding a refer- 


endum for a tax hike of 30 cents per 
$100 equalized assessed valuation at 
'its Aug. 12 meeting. The proposed in- 
crease would have raised the tax bill 
$30 for a home with an equalized as- 
sessed value of $10,000. 


John Barger, associate superintend- 


ent, said the additional funds came 
trom three primary sources: 


• The state 
office 
of education 


s a i d Dist. 21 will receive about 
$470,000 m o r e in state aid dur- 
ing 1976-77 than originally planned. In 
its budget projections, the adminis- 
tration anticipated receiving $4.37 mil- 
lion in state aid, but as a result of 
changes in the state aid formula and 
increased appropriations, the state is 
expected to give the district $4.84 mil- 
lion for 1976-77. 


• An additional state-aid payment 


made to Dist. 21 in June provided 
$370,827, increasing the surplus cash 
balance at the end of the 1975-76 
school year. Barger said when budget 
projections were made in the spring, 
the 
administration did 
not 
know 


whether that payment would be made, 
nor whether it would be for the full 
amount. 


• Cutbacks in expenditures during 


the 1975-76 school year provided an 
additional $43,000 in cash available at 
the end of June. This money, com- 
bined with the $370,000 extra state aid 
payment, left the district with $974,144 
in surplus cash at the end of 1975-76, 
instead of $560,000 as originally ex- 
pected. 


Barger said the district will still 


overspend its revenue for the coming 
year by $155,111, but this amount will 
be covered by the surplus cash. 


Barger said the new figures show 


that the district can operate without 
any financial problems in the coming 
year without a tax increase. 


The new projections, however, are 


subject to change because of action on 
the state-aid formula currently pend- 
ing in the Illinois General Assembly, 
Barger said. 


If the legislature does not fund a 


provision in the state-aid formula bill, 
which ensures that no school district 
will get less state money this year be- 
cause of changes in the formula, Dist. 
21 would lose about $300,000, Barger 
said. The legislature is expected to 
act in November on Gov. Daniel 
Walker's amendatory veto of the bill. 


IN ADDITION, Barger said Dist. 21 


will be affected by a dispute over a 
$53.23 million penalty levied against 
the Chicago schools for closing 16 
days early last school year. 


If the full penalty is assessed 


against Chicago, Dist. 21 may gain 


$150,000, but if Chicago wins a suit 
challenging the penalty, Dist. 21 could 
lose an additional $300,000, Barger 
said. 


The tax referendum was recom- 


mended to the board in July by a citi- 
zens' committee studying the dis- 
trict's finances. The committee was 
appointed this spring after the board 
made major cuts in the 1976-77 budget. 


HERB STEIN, spokesman for the 


citizens group, said Monday the com- 
mittee was "operating with what we 
thought were good estimates of in- 
come. I don't think the finance com- 
mittee, if given these facts today, 
would recommend a referendum," he 
said. 


Gill said although the district's fi- 


nancial picture looks better, "the 
long-range difficulties for financing 
still exist.'' But he said the district's 
condition is not serious enough at this 
time to warrant a tax referendum.

U.S. Attorney in meter fix probe

The U.S. Attorney's office lias taken 


over the investigation into tampering 
with Commonwealth Edison electric 
meters, a spokesman for U.S. Atty. 
Samuel K. Skinner said Monday. 


"Our role has been involved with 


supervising and coordinating the in- 
vestigation as complaints come in ... 
various complaints from throughout 
the state," Steve Kadison, chief of 
special prosecutions said. 


Meter tampering, which Edison offi- 


cials have said has gained popularity 
within the last year and a half, is 
costing the utility more than $1 mil- 
lion annually 


Kadison said meter tampering is so 


widespread that rather than having 
individual counties prosecute cases, 
the U.S. Attorney's Office ultimately 
may prosecute them all. 


IT'S BECOME apparent the scope 


of this operation transends the vari- 
ous counties," Kadison said. "We'vr 
gotten involved primarily because we 
have determined we have jurisdiction 
to prosecute it if a case is made." 


Officials have said meter tampering 


is concentrated in the northern por- 
tion of Illinois including the Northwest 
suburbs of Mount Prospect, Arlington 
Heights and Palatine. State's attor- 
neys from Cook and DuPage counties 
also are investigating cases, Kadison 
said. 


"It appears to be organized," he 


said. "It may not be the activity of 
one group, though. It may be several 
groups." 


No arrests have been made yet, 


Kadison said, but "They (Edison) 
have provided us with information 
about meters that have been tam- 


pered with — both residential 
and 


commercial. A case is being built." 
Kadison would not disclose specifics 
regarding the ongoing investigation. 


In other aspects of the case, Edi- 


son's Senior Vice President Hubert H. 
Nexon, confirmed that car dealers 
and car washes are among "the wide 
assortment of small and medium siz- 
ed businesses" whose meters 
arc 


being tampered with. The Herald ear- 
lier reported that several restaurants, 
grocery stores and hair styling salons

among commercial estab- 


lishments allegedly involved with me- 
ter tampering. 


"THEY ARE typical of those we've 


found (tampering) as opposed to large 
industry," said Jack J. 
Stephens, 


Commonwealth Edison's district su- 
perintendent. 
"Medium-range 
busi- 


nesses that are very close to the econ- 
omy are the ones that are going to 
achieve the greatest benefit — if you 
call, cheating on meters achieving 
benefits." 


Stephens said any business which is 


active more than eight hours daily 
has a fairly substantial electric bill. 


"If times get hard, they probably 


would listen to someone offering that 
service (to tix the meters)," he said. 


Kadison said there are basically two 


ways in which Edison learns a meter 
has been altered. One, he said, is 
through a visual inspection by the me- 
ter reader while another is through a 
computer check which would record 
differences in monthly electricity use. 


Edison officials will not disclose the 


names of those businesses suspected 
of meter tampering but said several 
electric meters have been slowed 


down to record up to a -10 per cent 
decline in monthly electricity use. As 
a result, some businesses may realize 
up to a $10,000 annual savings

money. At the request of parents who 
said they could not be home with their 
children at lunch, the board decided 
to allow a parent corporation, headed 
by Rosemarie Sells, to provide lunch- 
room supervisors and charge parents 
$35 per child for the year if they lived 
less than 1.5 miles from school. 


Parents immediately protested that 


$35 was too much. They asked the dis- 
trict to run the program because the 
district would not have the overhead 
costs which has driven up Mrs. Sells' 
price. 


Hines, using an opinion from sev-

costing the utility more than $1 mil- 
lion annually. 


Kadison said meter tampering is so 


widespread that rather than having 
individual counties prosecute cases, 
the U.S. Attorney's Office ultimately 
may prosecute them all. 


IT'S BECOME apparent the scope 


of this operation transends the vari- 
ous counties," Kadison said.

achieve the greatest benefit — if you 
call cheating on meters achieving 
benefits." 


Stephens said any business which is

"If times get hard, they probably 


would listen to someone offering that 
service (to fix the meters)," he said. 


Kadison said there are basically two 


ways in which Edison learns a meter 
has been altered. One, he said, is 
through a visual inspection by the me- 
ter reader while another is through a 
computer check which would record 
differences in monthly electricity use. 


Edison officials will not disclose the

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No tax increase seen in parks 


Residents of the River Trails Park 


District will not pay higher taxes to 
support a deficit 1976-77 budget ap- 
proved by the park board. 


The park district already is taxing 


its estimated 15,000 residents a max- 
imum 47 cents per $100 assessed valu- 
ation under state law. 


The $449,029 budget for the new fis- 


cal year, which began May 1, reflects 
an increase in staff, programs, organ- 
ization dues and the inflationary costs 
of utilities and supplies "necessary to 
operate a growing park district," said 
Marvin Weiss, park district director. 


The park board, however, is hopetul 


that an expected increase in the park 
district's assessed valuation during 
the coming year and the aid of a new 
relief tax, recently approved by the 
state legislature, will bail the district 
out of its first deficit budget, he said. 


THE DISTRICT expects to spend 


$25,149 more than the income it will 
receive during the 1976-77 fiscal year 


from taxes, program fees and other 
revenues. 


The ,$449,029 budget, approved by 


the park board last month is nearly 8 
per cent more than the J975-76 work- 
ing budget of $415,820. 


Park district residents will continue 


to pay a tax rate of 47 cents per $100 
equalized assessed valuation to sup- 
port the new budget. A resident with 
a house assessed at $10,000 will pay 
about $47 in annual taxes. 


The increase in this year's budget is 


the result partially of the hiring of a 
full-time recreation supervisor for an 
annual salary of about $10,000. The 
park district also hopes to hire a third 
full-time 
maintenance worker 
for 


about $700 per year. 


THE PAHK DISTRICT also plans to 


begin 10 new recreation programs. The 
fees are expected to cover the major 
costs for each new program, Weiss 
said. 


Weiss said the budget increase also 


is attributable in part to a tripling of 
the park district's annual membership 
in the Northwest Special Recreation 
Assn., which provides recreation pro- 
grams for handicapped residents. 


The district's annual dues have in- 


creased from $954 to $3,000 because 
area townships no longer are helping 
fund the association. All local park 
districts are experiencing a similar 
membership increase, he said. 


The park district annexed four 


apartment complexes located south of 
Palatine Road and north of Willow 
Road in Prospect Heights in October 
1975. Residents of the Loch Lomond, 
Willow Park, Apple Tree and Willow 
River apartments approved the an- 
nexation by referendum. 


THE ANNEXATION is expected to 


increase the 11-year-old district's as- 
sessed valuation from its cm-rent $64 
million to about $76 million. Weiss 
said, "which will bring in more tax 
money and which will definitely help
